The 7-year-old Heler came ~ 
live with hey uncle, John Hong 
ville, well-to-do: -préprictar” of 
French laundry at Antioch, last fhe 
cembeér, after her father, an office 
was killed on the battlefield and her 
mother died of a broken heart, 

A few hours before she died shé 
was thrown into violent convul- 
sions, but she died without medical 
attention. An autopsy was per- 
formed by Dr. E. A. Diggins two 
days later. 

Helen's uncle ascribed her death 
to joppies which she had eaten in 
large quantities. His explanation 
was accepted in spite of 
that Ir. Diggins gave is his opinion 


that the girl died from strangula- 
tion. 
The tragic fate intensifie® by 


the tragedy which surrounded ‘ier 
coming to live with her uncle—the 
only relative she had in the world 
—has aroused all of Antioch. The 
people are demanding that the body 
of the little girl be exhumed and 
the cause of her death be establish- 
ed beyond a shadow of a doubt.

With the 
death of her mother following, the 
child became a ward of the French 
government, who traced her uncle 
in the United States and sent ne 
to him five months ago.
